An Act to alter the Days between which Pheasants 
may not be killed in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by an Act passed in tbe Parliament of Ireland 
in the Twenty-seventh Tear of the Reign of His late 
Majesiy King George the ThLrcl, Chapter Thirty-five, 
intituled '' An Act for the Preservation of Game,” it was enacted 27 G. 3. 

5 (amongst other things) that from and after the Eirst Day of June 
One thousand seven hundred and eighly-seven every Person who 
shall wHfolly kill or destroy any Pheasant between the Tenth Day 
of January and the Eirst Day of September in any Year shall 
forfeit a Sum not exceeding Eive Pounds for eveiy such Pheasant : 

10 And whereas these Days having been found inconvenient it is 
expedient to alter them : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the liords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
15 follows : 

1 . Erom and after the passing of this Act so much of the said Part of re- 
recited Act of the Twenty-seventh George the Third as relates to 
the killin g or destroying any Pheasant between the Tenth Day 
of January and the Eirst Day of September in any Tear shall be 
20 an<i the same is declared to be hereby repealed. 

[Bill 193,] 2. Erom 
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2. From and after tlie passing of this Act no Person or Persons 
shall on any Pretence whatsoever kill or destroy any Pheasant 
between the First Day of February and tlie First Day of October in 
any Year, and if any Person or Persons shall do so, he or they shall 
be liable to the same Penalty as by the before-recited Act is laid 5 
upon every Person or Persons transgressing the same. 

3. This Act shall be held to apply to Deland only.
